Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amendments to independent claim 2 necessitate the withdrawal of the previously relied upon 
prior art rejection to Okamoto et al. (WO-03/1 1978). Specifically, independent claim 2 now 
requires from 0.2 to 6 parts by weight of a tetravalent organo-tin condensation catalyst. Such 
catalysts are expressed avoided by Okamoto et al. (1 :54-2:49). In fact, Okamoto et al. teaches 
the use of non-tin based curing catalysts (3:45-65) and employs an organotin catalyst only in 
Comparative examples. Therefore, a person having ordinary skill in the art would not have 
considered employing the now claimed tin catalysts since doing so would directly contradict the 
teachings presented in Okamoto et al. Last, those comparative examples which do teach the use 
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of organotin catalysts do not teach all of the claimed ingredients of the instant claims and would 
require substantial deviation in order to arrive at the instant claims. Okamoto et al. is believed to 
represent the closest prior art.
